Dog park lights to be installed soon

A private donation of $12,000 
will help install four light stan- 
chions at the Agawam Dog Park 
this month. 

The project is expected to cost 
around $27,000. In addition to the 
funds donated by the Agawam 





Dog Owners Group, there are 
about $24,000 left in grant funds 
from the Stanton Foundation's 
original $200,000 grant to build 
the park, at Shea Field off May- 
nard Street in Agawam, in 2015. 
“ADOGs_ donation, coupled 
with the remaining capital grant 
from the Stanton Foundation, is 
allowing us to do this at no cost to 


the taxpayer, said Parks and Recre- 
ation Director Christopher Sparks. 

The original construction 
of the park was largely funded 
by private donations, with just 
$14,145 coming from the towns 
Community Preservation Act ac- 
count. ADOG is a volunteer group 
of local dog owners. 

“We greatly appreciate the 


work you do, said Mayor Richard 
Cohen. Agawams Dog Park, he 
added, already “was the best, and 
now it Il be even better than that.’ 

When the project is complete, 
“pretty close” to the entire dog 
park will be illuminated, ADOG 
President Sue Drumm said. Light

Big E are overrun with horror on 
October weekends with the second year 
of Haunted Halloween Havoc. 

Agawams Mark Del Negro opened 
the attraction last year, adding anoth- 
er spooky endeavor to a resume that 
already includes directing and working 
on several independent horror films. 
He said the haunted village was a prof- 
itable venture last year and he expects 
it to keep growing. Attendance is up 
approximately 30 percent from last year 
and about 600 to 800 people are coming 
through each night. 

“Tt just seems like fun. I always liked 
Halloween. I used to decorate haunted 
houses as a kid and now that I'm grown 
up it’s time to turn a passion into a pro- 
fession, Del Negro said.

Fed up with speeders, Norm 
Dion hopes a proposed traffic 
calming project for Hendom 
Drive — where he's lived for 40 
years — will put the brakes on 
speeding.

“My house is haunted.’ 

Jennifer Metz, a lifelong resident 
of Agawam, never put much stock 
in the paranormal, until her old- 
est daughter Hailey started talking 
about George, the man who lived in 
their house. 

“She started telling me things 
about him that she couldn't possi- 
bly know, Metz said recently. 

It turned out the Metzs house 
had been built by a man named 
George, a man whose spirit had 
now taken a liking to little Hailey. 

Wendi Ballard says her house in 
Feeding Hills is haunted too. She 
lives across the street from Robin- 
son Park, itself a hotbed of paranor- 
mal activity. 

Robinson State Park was creat- 
ed in the early 1930s by private land 
donations made to the state by a 
local businessman by the name 
of John C. Robinson, but the land 
along the banks of the Westfield 
River was originally intended for 
industrial development. Rumors 
abounded that clashes between 
the settlers and the Native Ameri- 
cans led to bloodshed on the land 
that would eventually become Aga- 
wams largest recreational hub. Old 
dilapidated foundations are scat- 
tered throughout the woods and 
some residents say there are rem- 
nants of a Colonial-era cemetery

hidden amongst the trees. 

Reports of deaths in the park are 
not uncommon, nor are the reports 
of spirit activity. Keely Simpson's 
family holds its family reunion in 
the park every year — the same 
park where she says one of her rela- 
tives met his end when he drowned 
in one of the ponds in the early 
1900s. Tales of children’s voices and 
laughter have been reported by hik- 
ers who thought they had the trails 
to themselves. 

The Federal, a popular Agawam 
restaurant that occupies a building 
more than 200 years old, is also re- 
portedly haunted. Lights dim with- 
out explanation and apparitions 
float through the basement. Built by 
Samuel Converse in 1862, the impos- 


ing Greek revival structure on Cooper 
Street was first the Federal Club, then 
the landmark restaurant it is now. 
Agawams history — and its 
haunted history — goes back far- 
ther than that. The land that would 
become Agawam was purchased 
from the Native Americans by 
William Pynchon in 1636 and the 
first house in town was erected 
around the same time. One of the 
oldest buildings still in existence 
in Agawam is the historical Thom- 
as Smith house on North Westfield 
Street, which was built in 1757. 
Now under the auspices of the 
Agawam Historical Association, 
the Smith House has been investi- 
gated by the Agawam Paranormal 
Society. In 2014 the group set up 


infrared cameras, motion sensors, 
and voice recorders along with 
electromagnetic field detectors. 
Rob Goff Sr. founded Agawam 
Paranormal with his wife Hope, 
were both big fans of popular para- 
normal investigative shows. Their 
investigation of the Smith House, 
Goff says, is a perfect example of 
a combination of intelligent and 
residual activity. During their time 
in the Smith House, the team cap- 
tured evidence of a child and his 
siblings who play in the house. 
“The siblings are actually only a 
residual presence, he says, which 
means that though the little boy is 
present and aware of his surround- 
ings, but his siblings are not actually 
there with them — they are simply 
an environmental imprint. Goff says 
there is also the intelligent ghost be- 
lieved to be the spirit of a slave who 
still resides in the basement. 
Reports of hauntings in Agawam 
are common. Evidence of the exis- 
tence of ghosts is not. However, Aga- 
wam Paranormal was able to capture 
more than 30 minutes of video in 
which a bright glowing orb moved 
throughout the basement. Accord- 
ing to Goff, who viewed the hours of 
footage after the investigation, the 
orb seemed to react to people com- 
ing into the area and moved towards 
the camera, then back again. 
“To this day it remains some of 
the best video footage that I have 
ever seen and captured, he said.

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Youth soccer group suspends 
coach after indecency charges

A case is pending for an Agawam youth 
soccer coach charged with indecent as- 
sault and battery on a person over 14. 

Donald Blakeborough was charged 
two weeks ago with the crime. According 
to court documents, the victim alleges 
Blakeborough touched her inappropri- 
ately while giving her a massage. The mas- 
sage was related to playing soccer and 
Blakeborough has denied the charges. 

The victim, who is from Springfield, 
filed the charges with the Agawam Police 
Department, where Blakeborough is a 
resident. 

The incident allegedly occurred in 
September 2016, though Blakeborough 
was not charged with the crime until this 
month. His next court date is Dec. 6 

Blakeborough has been a youth coach 
in Agawam for several years, Agawam 
Youth Soccer Association President Bri- 
an Regnier confirmed. He said Blakebor- 
ough was last a coach for the under-14 
girls team. He was an assistant coach 
and had passed all requirements to be on 
the field as such. 

“He followed one particular team 
through the ranks up to U14 now,’ said 
Regnier. 

As aresult of the pending charges, Reg- 
nier said Blakeborough's coaching privi- 
leges have been suspended pending the 
outcome of the case. He did not comment 
on the case itself, but did want to clear up 


misinformation that had been published. 

He said the alleged victim is not a mem- 
ber of a member of a team in Agawam. 

“We had gotten some calls from con- 
cerned people and there have been no 
incidents reported to our board regarding 
this coach,’ said Regnier. 

Regnier said there have been no re- 
ports of Blakeborough engaging in illegal 
or inappropriate activity during his time 
as a coach for Agawam teams. 

Anyone wishing to be a head coach for 
Agawam Youth Soccer is required to be 
certified through U.S. Club Soccer. Regni- 
er said all coaches, assistant coaches, and 
anyone else who volunteers are required 
to pass a background check through the 
same organization. Passes are issued to 
all coaches to allow them to be on the 
sidelines. 

“Those passes are only given to coach- 
es who have fully passed the background 
check in the system,’ said Regnier. “There 
are no exceptions. 

Regnier said he was disappointed 
in the process thus far, saying Agawam 
Youth Soccer was only informed of Blake- 
boroughs charges after a news article had 
been published. He believes there should 
have been some indication to the youth 
soccer organization that charges or an in- 
vestigation into one of their coaches was 
pending regardless of their potential guilt 
or innocence. 

“I realize people have rights,’ said Reg- 
nier. “But our obligation is the safety of the 
children, and we take that very seriously.

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School board challenger, incumbents differ on priorities

The five incumbent School 
Committee members seeking 


re-election are largely on the same 
page on school safety, in-district 
programs for special needs stu- 
dents, opportunities for students 
to learn hands-on skills, and 
teacher evaluations. 

Anthony Bonavita, Shelley Bor- 
gatti-Reed, Brian Burbank, Carmi- 
no Mineo, and Wendy Rua are up 
for re-election on the Nov. 7 ballot. 
Also on the ballot are three chal- 
lengers, Albert “A.J? Christopher, 
Kerri O'Connor and Tracy Wilkie. 

At least one of the challengers is 
guaranteed a seat on the board, with 
current School Committee member 
Diane Juzba stepping down. 

O'Connor — the only challenger 
who answered questions for this 
story — differs sharply with the 
incumbents on nearly every issue. 
She believes the biggest challenges 
for the district are more profession- 
al development for teachers and 
more grants for students dealing 
with addiction and social and emo- 
tional needs. 

Four of the five incumbents 
said the school budget, unfunded 
mandates and school safety are 
top concerns. 

“I dont believe I can express in 
words the priority of safety, said 
Mineo. “Our highest priority is en- 
suring all stakeholders, including 
students, teachers, parents, and 
staff are safe at all times.’ 

Borgatti-Reed said providing a 
“fiscally responsible budget” while 
maintaining programs and staff is 
always one of her concerns, espe- 


cially with so many unfunded man- 
dates from the state and federal 
governments. 

“These mandates not only place 
burdensome costs on our school 
district, they are sometimes unreal- 
istic and overwhelming to our ad- 
ministrations, staff, students, and 
parents, she said. 

Incumbents also cited their 
support for actions the district 
has taken recently — a drone with 
a camera to patrol outside school 
buildings, training to deal with an 
active shooter situation, and en- 
hanced entry security procedures 
— to improve safety. 

Burbank said funding for a new 
Early Childhood Center is his chief 
concern, because the current facility 
doesn't meet the needs of students. 


Educational offerings 

All five incumbents agree the 
district continually works to pro- 
vide more effective in-district pro- 
grams and staff to meet the needs 
of special education students and 
reduce the number sent to expen- 
sive out-of-district programs. 

“Were fortunate to have a spe- 
cial education department team 
that can provide instruction and 
support with an inclusive model so 
the majority of our students can re- 
main in the district, said Rua. 

O'Connor, however, said not all 
students who require specialized 
instruction are making effective 
progress. She said many parents 
complain that “their child isn't re- 
ceiving an adequate amount of sup- 
port and the data collected “doesn't 
reflect effective progress.’ She said 
the district should apply for more 
grants to create and implement ad- 


ditional in-district programs. 

Bonavita, Borgatti-Reed, Bur- 
bank and Rua expressed similar 
views about how schools are pre- 
paring students who arent attend- 
ing college to make a living in a 
skilled profession or vocation. 

Bonavita said students have ac- 
cess to career tech programs in the 
district as well as skilled vocational 
training at the Lower Pioneer Val- 
ley Collaborative or Westfield Tech- 
nical Academy. He said the district 
has also invested “a lot of money 
in technology’ to meet students’ 
learning needs. 

O'Connor said there is “too 
much emphasis” on academic prog- 
ress. She said although the district 
currently budgets $55,000 for vo- 
cational training, courses offering 
hands-on training are “lacking” and 
that “slots” for vocational training 
are too limited. O'Connor considers 
hands-on courses “a priority area” 
that needs increased funding. 

Burbank, however, said Agawam 
students have “an abundance of 
opportunities” available to them — 
and their options continue to grow 
each year. He said the high school 
recently began offering courses in 
broadcast journalism and students 
in shop classes now have access to 
a 3D printer. 


Tracking progress 

Bonavita, Borgatti-Reed, Mineo 
and Rua oppose linking teacher 
evaluations to student test scores. 
They said there is no reliable data 
to show that this would lead to im- 
provements in student learning. 

“There is value in recess, color, 
social activity, music and art, said 
Rua. “Asking any of our children 


to sit still all day for math and do 
more homework in the evening 
under the stress of having to tie 
our teachers’ success to student 
test scores is something that will 
never have my support.’ 

Borgatti-Reed added that the 
state has “flip-flopped” several 
times in changing the criteria for 
standardized tests. These changes 
have created additional “financial 
burdens’ to the budget. 

O'Connor said Agawam teach- 
ers are teaching to the state's stan- 
dardized test, which doesn't allow 
teachers to be creative and make 
learning “a fun experience.’ 

She said there are many creative 
teachers, but they need to be eval- 
uated “to determine if there needs 
to be changes within the classroom 
setting to increase test scores and 
gain interest in the students.’ 

Burbank is the only candidate 
who supports using student tests 
in teacher evaluations. He called it 
“a reasonable factor. Burbank said 
while every student and every class 
is different, patterns can emerge 
over time when test scores are av- 
eraged and compared. 

“Ultimately, everyone wants 
our students to have the best re- 
sources and opportunities we 
can provide them, said Burbank. 
“Evaluating and comparing test 
scores is just one way to see where 
we are succeeding and where we 
need to offer assistance.’ 

Only the top six of the eight can- 
didates will be elected. Polls are 
open 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. Tuesday, Nov. 
7, at the regular polling locations 
throughout town. The winners will 
serve two-year terms beginning in 
January 2018.

Keith's face is one of many at the haunt covered in fright- 
eningly realistic fake blood. Del Negro said he keeps more 
than 500 ounces on site, plenty to go around. 

“I buy the professional stuff that they use in movies,,’ 
Del Negro said. “It’s the best, You can actually swallow it, 
it’s mint flavored. It looks like real blood.’ 

After a long night of screaming and scaring, the actors 
take some time to wind down from the adrenaline rush. 
Cruz said he takes 15 minutes or so in his car to decom- 
press, while Keith treats her throat with a snack. 

“We have tricks,’ she said. “Marshmallows work well. 
They coat the throat so it’s not sore at the end of the night. 
Three or four, with a teaspoon of honey, coats your throat.’ 

The haunt will be open one last October weekend, 7-10 
p.m. Thursday through Saturday, Oct. 26-28. Tickets are

The proposed act would amend the Agawam Town Charter Section 4-6 by 
deleting said Section in its entirety and insert in its place the following: If a 
vacancy shall occur by failure to elect or otherwise, in the office of school 
committee person during the first eighteen (18) months of the term for which 
school committee persons are elected, no special election shall be held. The City 
Clerk shall notify the school committee forthwith of such vacancy. The school 
committee shall, within fifteen (15) days of such notification, choose as school 
committee person for the vacancy, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of school committee person at the regular municipal election at which 
school committee persons were last elected, who 1s eligible and willing to serve, 
and who received the highest number of votes at such election. If the defeated 
candidate who received the highest number of votes ineligible or unwilling to 
serve, the school committee shall choose the defeated candidate with the next 
highest number of votes, as so on, until such vacancy 1s filled, provided such 
person received votes at least equal to thirty percent of the vote received by the 
person receiving the largest number of votes for the office of school committee 
at said election. If there is a tie in the election the City Clerk shall conduct an 
automatic recount of the election. If the recount does not break the tie, a toss 
of the coin shall determine the outcome. The Clerk will then list the order of the 
candidates. If no defeated candidate is eligible and willing to serve, the school 
committee shall, by a majority vote of the full committee select a registered 
voter of the Town of Agawam to fill such vacancy. 


If such vacancy shall occur after eighteen (18) calendar months of the term for 
which the school committee persons are elected, the preceding shall not apply. 
The person elected at the next regular town election following the creation of 
the vacancy who receives the highest number of votes for school committee 
person and who is not the incumbent member of the school committee shall 
immediately be sworn and shall, in addition to the term for which the person 
was elected, serve for the balance of the unexpired vacant term. 


A YES VOTE would enact the proposed charter amendment changing the 
process of filling a vacancy on the Agawam School Committee. 


A NO VOTE would make no change to the existing charter.

Share forest 
during this 
hunt season 


he first people in the hills of 
Western Massachusetts, both 
Native American and European, 

were hunters. 

They are no longer as large a percent- 
age of the population, but for many men 
and women, stalking and harvesting deer, 
fowl, bears, coyotes and other wild ani- 
mals remains an integral part of their life- 
style. The woods dont belong exclusively 
to the hunters anymore. But they also 
dont belong exclusively to anyone else. 
Nature-lovers of all kinds can work togeth- 
er to stay safe and avoid conflict during the 
autumn and winter hunting seasons. 

According to MassWildlife, outdoor 
safety during hunting season begins 
with being seen. Hunters and non-hunt- 
ers alike should wear bright orange hats 
or vests — even pets out for a walk in 
the forest should wear an orange vest or 
bandana. Hunters tend to be most active 
in the early morning and late afternoon 
hours, making visibility in low light even 
more important. 

Although incidents of hunters hurting 
non-hunters are very rare, hikers should 
also make themselves known audibly. If 
you see a hunter or hear shots, whistle or 
call out to let the hunter know where (and 
what) you are. Once you are recognized, 
leave the hunters to their sport, and don't 
make unnecessary noise to disturb their 
quarry; harassing hunters is illegal. 

Its also important for both hunters 
and non-hunters to know their legal 
ground. Mass.gov has a list of when the 
various hunting seasons begin and end. 
Hunting is allowed on many state and 
municipal lands. Hikers who are uncom- 
fortable with hunting should research 
their route before they go, and stick to 
properties where it is not allowed. They 
can also choose to plan their outing for 
a Sunday, when hunting is prohibited 
across Massachusetts. 

Some non-hunters may favor an abso- 
lute ban on hunting, but that is a matter 
for the state Legislature and the ballot 
box. For now, the sport is highly restrict- 
ed but legal during certain seasons, and 
hunters are well within their rights to en- 
gage in an activity that’s been a way of life 
in Western Massachusetts for centuries. 

Hunters and non-hunters will have 
this debate in the political arena, like they 
did 10 years ago when many forms of bea- 
ver trapping were banned. When theyre 
out in the woods together on a brisk au- 
tumn morning, however, they should be 
able to agree — on the need to stay safe.

Time for action, not more administration, on golf 


Apparently the golf course roof replace- 
ment will be funded from retained earnings, 
if the City Council approves appropriation 
of the funds at its Nov. 8 meeting. Depend- 
ing on the weather and contractor's sched- 
ule, AMGC might have a new roof before 
Thanksgiving. Although these funds origi- 
nally came from the taxpayer in November 
of 2014, to temporarily fund what turned out 
to be an overly optimistic projection of busi- 
ness during that fiscal year by general man- 
ager Tony Roberto, I support using them for 
the roof work at this time. 

Moving on to some “next steps” for the 
golf course that were suggested in your City 
Council Candidates Q&A, published Oct. 
12, there appears to be significant support 
for installing new leadership. I've found 
Tony Roberto to be a congenial, gregari- 
ous, hardworking fellow who hasn't always 
been given the resources promised him by 
the administration on a timely basis over 
his five-plus-year tenure as general man- 
ager. Competition and overall industry de- 
cline have not helped him, either. That said, 
when success has clearly not been achieved 
in over five years, change must be seriously 


considered. I may be a meeting away from 
joining those candidates. 

Some candidates call for outside consul- 
tants, more oversight, fiscal/operational re- 
view, etc. Were talking about a profit (loss) 
center that only generates about $500,000 
of revenue a year. Course management is 
already overseen by the administration, 
the City Council, the City Council Ad-Hoc 
Golf Subcommittee, the golf commission, 
and even myself! More oversight is not the 
answer. Accountability and action is. 

Another proposal is to roll the Golf En- 
terprise Fund into one of Agawamss depart- 
ments — say, Park and Rec — or to make 
it a standalone cost center. This is just cre- 
ative accounting. If anything, it obscures 
visibility of the course’s success or failure. 
By definition, the golf course is a profit 
(loss) center. It generates its own revenue, 
and incurs expenses in doing so. We have 
the information we need, and personnel 
overseeing the operation. It’s prudent and 
orderly action that must be taken.

Does Agawam need a new Early Childhood Center? 
What level of spending would you support for this project? 


Aside from the issues we asked about, what’s the biggest challenge we face 
in the next two years, and what specific action should the council take? 





It is important to have an Early Childhood Center. Early intervention is important in helping chil- 
dren succeed in school. | support a reasonable level of spending, but we should not cut corners. 
We need to invest in our children’s and grandchildren’s future. It is our duty to have that vision. 


| believe there is sufficient capacity in our existing school buildings to provide pre-K education, 
if such is the intent of a new ECC. School enrollment and a town census of families with pre- 
school-aged children must be considered first. Spending consideration is premature at this time. 


Until | receive answers to the following questions, | will withhold my answers: 1. Is there a need 
for a new ECC? 2. Where will it be located? 3. Cost of the building site? 4. Is there a feasible site 
on town property? 5. Cost of construction? 6. A five-year study of student enrollment. 


| cannot support the ECC at this time, due to the bonds we already have, necessary infra- 
structure improvements, stormwater program, continued property tax increases, and possible 
increase in property valuations this year. You cannot project a price down the road, due to 
changes in needs and cost. 


We need to improve the current conditions, but I'd look into rehabbing the current ECC vs. the 
cost of building new. I'd only support a new ECC if all infrastructure of town is invested in: roads, 
sidewalks, drainage, water lines, sewer extension and the science wing of the high school. 


Agawam does need a new early childhood center, but not at $26 million. | would support looking 
at renovating existing space to meet the current needs of the ECC. 26 million is just too much 
for Agawam taxpayers.

Not only does Agawam need a ECC; we need a high school, elementary schools, a 
police station and city hall. We must prioritize needs and be proactive about capital 
budgeting, something we do not currently do. We cannot simply place more capital 
bond debt on the taxpayers’ back. 


Does Agawam need a new Early Childhood 
Center? If so, what size building and 
what level of spending would you support? 


While | believe Agawam needs an Early Childhood Center, the town has other, per- 
haps more pressing needs; i.e., a new town hall, police station, road paving and 
sidewalk repairs, to name a few. To maximize spending, Agawam’s needs must be 
studied and prioritized, rolled out over a multi-year plan. 





| would immediately have an outside independent audit by experts in the field of 
golf course management to examine operations and funds and make recommen- 
dations. Turning the course over to a management company, which would assure 
positive cash flow to the town almost overnight, must also be on the table. 


An immediate change would be to create a redevelopment authority. Having ex- 
perts in development focusing on three major functions: reviving blighted prop- 
erties, creating revenue, controlling development that fits our community. Estab- 
lishing a more aggressive marketing and campaign strategy for attracting new 
business and retaining the ones we have. 


Because it is now the law, we must consider both. If we do so, then we must 
mitigate any negative impacts that arise and use tax dollars to do so. The amount 
of tax revenue these facilities will generate can go a long way in managing our 
tax rates.

The Municipal Golf Course could be not only sustainable, but profitable. To this end, 
a thorough review of management practices and oversight must be initiated and a 
corrective action plan implemented. This review would include but not be limited to 
banquet hall usage, fee structure, course maintenance/management and marketing. 


While Agawam currently has a comprehensive action plan for blighted properties 
(Chapter 78), it has not been followed or enforced consistently, especially regard- 
ing the assessment of penalties. The procedure to register blighted properties 
should include an annual fee. A volunteer task force should be formed to identify 
such properties. 


Agawam voters made their wishes clear when they opposed the legalization of rec- 
reational marijuana. To support residents’ wishes and to mitigate potential safety 
issues and criminal activity, | would oppose the introduction of a recreational mari- 
juana dispensary in Agawam. | would also at this time oppose any cultivation facility. 





e Prioritize public safety by investing $500,000 of free cash into police budget 
to: resurrect the canine unit, increase the narcotics unit, and ensure that we have 
involvement in ALL local/regional task forces. Renegotiate the MGM agreement for 
additional funding for safety, now that they may serve alcohol until 4 a.m. 

e Our roads and sidewalks are in need of a long term commitment. | will inject 
$1.5 million of free cash for roads and sidewalks, and ensure the bulk of Chapter

“This is the first instance 
where the town is consider- 
ing any traffic calming proj- 
ect of this sort, said Dawn 
Nims, a civil engineer with 
the town. If approved, these 
would be the first speed 
tables or humps on public 
roads in Agawam. 

Town officials see the 
need to control speeds on 
residential streets now that 
large, state-funded projects 
on main roads may make 
these shortcuts more pop- 
ular. Reconstruction of the 
Morgan-Sullivan Bridge in 
Agawam may divert traf- 
fic to nearby Reed Street, 
while work on Feeding Hills 
Center and on South West- 
field Street from Pine Street 
to the Route 57 express- 
way may put an additional 
strain on the Hendom-Paul 
Revere area. 

Nearly 50 people — most 
from the Hendom neigh- 
borhood — packed the 
community room at the li- 
brary for the hearing. Many 
were convinced that speed 
tables or speed humps are 
“a done deal,’ since notices 
sent in August indicated 
construction would start 
this fall. Sharlene Clark, 
who lives on Paul Revere 
Drive, said many neighbors 
told her they wouldnt at- 
tend because a decision 
was already made. 

“Nothing is a done deal,’ 
Nims said. She said the 
hearings purpose was to 
collect information, “not 
shove anything down peo- 
ples throats. We just want 
to have a conversation.’ 

Nims added plans are 
still in the draft stage, and 
no structures will be in- 
stalled before 2018. 

Nims, along with Mi- 
chelle Chase, the town en- 
gineer, stressed that speed 
tables and speed humps 
are the most cost-effective 
way to slow traffic. Oth- 
er calming devices could 
be considered, including 
offset tables or cushions, 
raised crosswalks or raised 
intersections, mini-round- 
abouts, road narrowing, or 
curb bulb-outs and pedes- 
trian refuges. 

Speed humps — not 
the steeper speed bumps, 
which are used in parking 
lots — are 3 to 4 inches high, 
with a 12-foot travel length. 
Speed tables also are about 
3 to 4 inches high, but have 
a 22-foot travel length and a 
10-foot flat top. 

The speed structures 
would be evenly spaced, 
about 500 feet apart, to pre- 
vent acceleration between 
them. 





Funding for speed struc- 
tures likely would come 
from the town’s road bud- 
get or state Chapter 90 
money. The estimated cost 
— including signs to warn 
drivers — is $2,000 each, if 
installed by the DPW. Using 
private contractors would 
raise the cost to $3,000 to 
$4,000. 

Nims and Chase also 
addressed concerns about 
possible damage from 
snowplows, decreased 
home values, damage to ve- 
hicles, and slower response 
times for emergency vehi- 
cles. When surrounding 
communities that have 
installed speed tables or 
speed humps were contact- 
ed about these issues, they 
reported no problems or 
concerns. 

In Agawam, speed struc- 
tures would have “minimal” 
effect on response times 
for emergency vehicles, 
according to local first re- 
sponders. Fire Chief Alan 
Sirois said his bigger con- 
cern is “wear and tear” on 
equipment. 

Agawams DPW superin- 
tendent also doesn't foresee 
problems. He said snow- 
plow operators tend to 
operate in the same neigh- 
borhoods, so they would be 
familiar with speed struc- 
ture locations. Additional- 
ly, as standard practice, he 
said plows “operate at slow 
speeds.’ 

Nims said proper con- 
struction is critical to pre- 
vent snow plow damage. 

“The key is making sure 
edges are feathered into 
surrounding pavement so 
there is no lip for the plow 
blade to catch on,’ she said. 

Several residents at the 
hearing, however, werent 
convinced. 

“I'm concerned about 
plowing — snow plows fly 
by my house, said Clark, 
who opposes the struc- 
tures. 

Elmar Drive resident 
Craig Crosby said he’s con- 
cerned about road damage 
from plows, but supports 
speed tables or speed 
humps: “Speeding is just ri- 
diculous.’ 

Residents at the hearing 
were almost evenly divided 
on opposing or supporting 
speed structures. But all 
agreed that the main — and 
most serious — problem is 
speeding. 

One Barbara Lane res- 
ident said her son was 
almost killed by a driver 
speeding down her street. 
A Reed Street resident said 
drivers frequently acceler- 
ate to high speeds before 
stopping at Main Street. 

Mark Radtke, who said 
hes often chased drivers

who have sped by his Elmar 
Drive home, supports the 
project. 

“You might damage 
your car on a speed table — 
if you do, youre going too 
fast,’ he said. 

Public feedback, re- 
viewing data from traffic 
collection boxes and crash 
statistics from APD, and 
meetings with other town 
departments will help de- 
termine which areas will 
get traffic calming mea- 
sures. Chase said speed lim- 
it signs could be installed 
immediately in neighbor- 
hoods being considered for 
traffic calming to help curb 
speeding. 

The Hendom area and 
Barbara Lane may or may 
not get speed tables or 
speed humps, but they like- 
ly will be installed on Reed 
Street. Nearly 90 percent 
of those residents approve 
installing speed structures, 
and none have voiced dis- 
approval. The approval per- 
centage for both the Hen- 
dom area and Barbara Lane 
is about 60 percent. 

Nims said speed tables, 
as a means of traffic calm- 
ing, are included in many 
of the town's 150 Complete 
Streets Projects. More in- 
formation is available on 
the engineering home page 
on the town's webpage.

sensors will turn on the lamps at dusk ev- 
ery night. They will stay on until 9 p.m. 

Lights will make the park safer for dog 
owners who bring their pets to the park 
in the evening, particularly in the fall and 
winter months as night falls sooner. The 
park already sees substantial use after sun- 
set, Drumm said. 

“Theyre actually putting glowing dog 
tags on their collars, and bringing flash- 
lights, she said. 

The park is open 7:30 a.m. to 9 p.m., daily. 
Even on the shortest days of the winter, lights 
will not operate in the morning, Sparks said. 

Concrete bases and light fixtures were 








ordered earlier this month. Sparks said he 
expected construction to take place within 
a couple of weeks. 

Sparks said the park will be closed for 
about three days during the construction 
of the lights. The closure dates will be an- 
nounced on ADOGss website and its Face- 
book.com page.
